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Constitution plans 
redrafted for vote

Despite nominal student 
input, both of the proposed 
constitutions have emerged 
from the debate period with 
substantial changes In their 
structures. By far the most 
comprehensive changes are to 
be found in the revised majority 
constitution. The Majority Con- 
stitution revisions show at 
least three major changes which 
would increase effective par- 
ticipation in student govern- 
ment. 

These three changes concern 
the presence of University- 
employed staff at the Council 
level, the capacity of students 
for input into Impeachment pro- 
ceedings, and the representa- 
tion of Students' Society 
employees on the Joint-Man- 
agement Committee which runs 
the Student Centre. The Minor- 
ity report, on the other hand, 
has undergone only- a few 
alterations from its original 
format and these are mostly 
wording changes. 

According to the revised 
Majority Report, the Students 
Council, which would be the de- 
cision-making body for the stu- 
dent body, no longer has the 
Executive-Director or the Uni- 
versity Appointee as non-voting 
members. Previously, these two 
University-employed staff 
members were to sit on Council 
to perform secretarial and 
liaison duties to the Senate. 
Now the Council is made up 
totally of students. The remain- 
ing committees which report to 
Council all have some sort of 
non-student professi 
on them. 

There is now also some 
recourse to impeachment pro- 
ceedings for the Student Execu- 
tives, Council members, and 
the Executive-Director himself 
by a group of Students as well as 
student councillors. Previously 




only councillors could Initiate 
and complete impeachment 
proceedings against student 
councillors suspected of mis- 
conduct. Now not only can stu- 
dents be involved In these 
proceedings but the major 
University-employed staff 
member, the Executive-Direc- 
tor, is subject to similar recall 
procedures. 

Finally, the new version of the 
Joint-Management Committee 
has included the membership of 
a representative of the Students' 
Society Employees. This would 
mean representation for the 
maintenance staff and the 
service staffs that work in the 
University Centre. Present staff 
has suffered from ill-defined 
employee-employer relations. 
Consequently, this move Is 
seen as a first step toward job 
security. This clause was 
originally Incorporated in the 
Minority Report and has now 
been adopted by the Majority 
Report. 

Sam Boskey, the spokesper- 
son for the Minority Report 
doesn't feel that, substantial 
changes are necessary at the 
present. He claims that changes 
should be made outside of the 
basic Constitution framework 
by the students themselves 
when they assume power once 
again. In addition, it should be' 
noted. that the changes imple- 
mented by the Majority Report 
were originally incorporated in 
the original Minority Report to a 
certain extent. 

A fourth and final change in 
the Majority Report is the 
inclusion of both a Judicial 
Board and a statement about 
editorial freedom for the Daily. 
The Judicial Board will have ul- 
timate authority in the interpre- 
tation. of the constitution and 
also be the arbitrator in all 
student grievances affecting the

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Earlier meetings on the new constitutions which were to have excited public discussion were poorly 
attended. Students will be asked to vote this Thursday, Friday and next Tuesday to set up a Students' 
Society. Tomorrow's Daily will contain the texts of proposals.

Historian speaks 
on farm reformers

"Canada I ived under a govern- 
ment of interests rather than a 
government of people," de- 
clared Professor Ramsay Cook, 
reading from his paper, "Tillers 
and Toilers," concerning the 
Canadian agrarian reform move- 
ment of the 1890s. 

Speaking at McGill Monday, 
Professor Cook, an acclaimed 
historian, focused on the agrar- 
ian movement in Ontario as it 
was related in the Canada 
Farmer's Sun. This newspaper, 
established in 1892 by the 
radical social critic George 
Wrigley, informed the public 



about the progress of agrarian 
reform. 

The sole supporter of the Sun 
was the "Patrons of Industry", a 
farmers' organization interested 
in becoming Involved in federal 
politics and in initiating agrar- 
ian reform. In the 1894 Ontario 
general elections, Cook noted, 
the Patrons obtained 1 7 seats in 
Parliament. However, he con- 
tinued, the farmers' power on 
the federal level proved minute 
when it won only three 
positions in the 1896 federal 
elections. 

Cook outlined the "Patrons"

"A city is a symbol of a social, 
religious and political system," 
according to Professor Nikita 
Elisséeff of l'Université Lyon II. 
Elisséeff spoke at McGill yes- 
terday on the conflict prevailing 
In Damascus between "modern 
municipality and antiquity, 
which are never in accordance." 

His lecture was accompanied 
by,a slide show, which concen- 
trated mainly on the monu- 
ments and mosques of the 
Inner walled city of Damascus. 
The inner walls were built on the 
ruins of the old Roman ones. 
These walls, which protected 
the ancient city from invaders 
and crusaders for centuries, are 
currently being ripped down to 
facilitate busses turning on the 
narrow streets, and to create 
parking space. 

The slides of the city showed 
how the skyline of Damascus is 
broken regularly by minarets of 
the numerous mosques. Ac- 
cording to Elisséeff, "Every 
minaret can show the history of 
a town, because the minarets 



change with the changing 
political influences." Damascus 
is littered with Syrian, Egyptian 
and Turkish mosques. 

Elisséeff termed the minarets 
and other monuments of the Ot- 
toman period as "practical, im- 
perial and colonial in style." He 
noted that during the heyday of 
the Ottoman Empire, that style 
of mosque was common all 
around the Mediterranean 
coast, and attributed to that 
epoch "because the Oriental 
section of the Ottoman Empire 
was rather unimportant." 

The nineteenth and twentieth 
centuries have produced no im- 
portant mosques. The end of 
the nineteenth century saw the 
beginning of a nationalist 
period, during which only offi- 
cial monuments were erected. 
The twentieth century has seen 
the ancient monuments and 
tombs become universities and 
libraries. Elisséeff decried the 
renovation of seventeenth cen- 
tury warehouses into museums, 
"because there's never life in a 
museum". 



din that he has a valid case for 
the lawsuit, since the car was 
parked on the premises while 
he- was working, and the 
garage displayed no disclaimer 
for responsibility for damages. 
A sign indicating that the 
Students' Society was not liable 
for damages was posted the 
Monday after the incident. The 
same day, the garage door, 
which had allowed the vandal 
access to the car because it 
could not be closed, was 
repaired after over three 
months. 

Grondin claims that at the 
time he was assured by Earle 
Taylor, Acting Animator of the 
Students' Society, that he 
would receive damage costs. 
Taylor, however, now denies he 
made any such promise to 
Grondin and insists that he was 
never committed to anything, at 
any time anywhere. 

Grondin claims he has tried to 
talk to Society Trustee G.S. 
Kingdon, but has been told he is 
too busy. Kingdon has tried to 
arrange other times to meet but, 
according to Grondin, the 
Trustee has apparently been too 
busy to show up. 

Grondin, however, is afraid 
that he will be fired if he sues 
the Students' Society and so is 
still hoping that he will receive 
damages through non-legal 
means. 

Taylor said the he has dis- 
cussed the case frequently with 
Kingdon, that Grondin need 
only submit a lawyer's letter or 
two to receive his fair due and 
that he need not fear for his job. 
The Trustee, however, when 
asked about the Grondin case 
replied that he'd "heard nothing 
about it. No comment."

platform, which called for the 
abolition of the Senate, less 
spending on the CPR and a fight 
against monopolization of In- 
dustries. 

In tracing the life of the social 
critic George Wrlgley as one 
example of a radical reformer, 
Cook said that "Socialism he 
saw as the wave of the future." 
Wrigley proposed numerous 
reforms in the existing society 
such as women's suffrage and a 
single tax on wealthy land- 
owners, Cook added. 

Cook also included the 
contributions of other social 
critics such as A.W. Wright, 
C.A. M»!'ory and Phillips 
Thompson, who once warned 
that Toronto "threatened to 
become a second New York or 
Chicago." 

Professor Cook was the third 
guest lecturer in the Canadian 
Studies Interdisciplinary Semi- 
nar Program.

Students' Society. Asofyet, the 
makeup of the Board has not 
been decided but it will 
eventually come under a by-law 
to be enacted by the Students' 
Council. Similarly, a form of 
editorial freedom of the Daily is 
constitutionally . guaranteed 
with . the stipulation that a 
suitable by-law be drafted by a 
select committee concerning 
the proper functioning of the 
Daily. All by-laws are subject to 
ratification by Council. These 
final alterations in the Majority 
Report had already been 
included in the original Minority 
Report in greater detail without 
the need for an ensuing series of 
By-laws.

The Case 

of Dr. Henry Morgentaler 
To the Daily: 

A committee for the Legal 
Defence of Dr. Henry Morgen- 
taler has been foimed in 
Montreal. The goal is to raise 
funds for the legal defence of 
Dr. Morgentaler, - to work 
towards repeal of the abortion 
law and to pressure for 
community birth control cli- 
nics. To date, $15,000 has 
been raised and several thou- 
sand signatures collected in 
the Montreal area. 

The committee is now 
extending their fundraising and 
petition campaign to a national 
level. Support is expected to 
jcome from universities, com- 
panies, labour unions, church- 
es and other groups and indiv- 
iduals. ■ 

Patricia Willoughby, a 
spokesperson for the commit- 
tee and a Concordia student, 
said that the Quebec govern- 
ment's decision to set a date, 
(December 1 3,) for a fourth trial 
for Dr. Morgentaler has intensi- 
fied the committee's determin- 
ation to raise funds for the legal 
defence and to fight for free, 
safe abortions for all women 
who want them. "We know, that 
the law discriminates against 
poor women, rural women and 
young women. Often they are 
forced to go to profit-making - 
agencies who charge them 
three or four hundred dollars. 
A desperate woman will do 
anything to try to raise funds, 
and failing that, will resort to 
back-street butchers or self- 
abortion." In addition she 
charged that these agencies 
further exploit women through 
giving false pregnancy diag- 
noses and even through baby- 
selling when a woman is too far 
along for an abortion. 

"The Minister of Justice 
must know these abuses 
exist," she pointed out. "He 
commissioned Dr. Robin Bad- 
gley of Universltv of Toronto, to 
. investigate the workings of the 
law.* We understand the 
Badgley report Is on his desk". 

We feel its contents should 
be publicly debated in the 
house. The Liberals may try to 
sidestep it in order to avoid a 
controversy. 

The committee hopes to 
pressure the government to 
have a debate through involving 
people across the country in its 
activities.

ASUS supports Majority 



One year ago, the University Administration began actions 
that led to the demise of the McGIII Students' Society. On 
November 25, 26 and 30, students will have the opportunity to 
prod the Senate into doing away with the interim trusteeship, 
and reinstituting a Students' Society. For this reason, the 
Arts and Science Undergraduate Society urges all students to 
' vote in theconstitutional referendum. The ASUS endorses the 
Majority Report of the Committee to Restructure the 
Students* Society as the document which the Senate should 
adopt as the Students' Society's constitution. 

In the past, student representatives have found themselves 
unable to both run the University Centre and deal with 
students' activities and clubs. To ease the burden, the new 
structure, as outlined in the Majority Report, will provide for 
Senate appointees in financial and administrative positions. 
These individuals will be responsible for the day to day 
running of the University Centre, while having no vote in the 
Students' Council. 

The council will also be different, with a parliamentary 
system. The executive of the Students' Society will be elected 
by the council, rather than by the student body!" This will 
prevent abuses of power by members of the Executive 
Committee who are responsible to the council. 

During the period of a year a student body should have been 
"able to create Its own structures of operations. We have the 
opportunity now to establish a Students' Society that leaves 
students in control of matters.that are of fundamental interest 
to them. By not adopting a new constitution we would merely 
perpetuate our subservient position vis à vis the 
Administration. Therefore, if we do not get out and vote on the 
constitutional referendum we will have no one to blame but 
ourselves.

However, despite the 
seeming calm, evidence has surfaced indicating that the 
federal Liberal party is terrified by the prospect of Quebec's 
separation from Canada and has been quietly preparing to 
deal with this contingency for at least four years.
